Regarding claim 1 , in a component transfer device comprising a roller device, a 

gripper and a placement actuator, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the 
concept of at least one stop, the stop positioned to engage the placement actuator at a 
desired location relative to the target device in the manner claimed by the applicant. 
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Regarding claim 23, in a component transfer device comprising means for 
moving a liner over a peel edge, a placement actuator and a gripper, the prior art does 
not teach or make obvious the concept of at least one stop, the stop positioned to 
engage the placement actuator at a desired location relative to the target device in the 
manner claimed by the applicant. 

Regarding claim 27, in a method of transferring components from a liner to a 
desired target the prior art does not teach or make obvious the concept of engaging the 
placement actuator at a desired location relative to the desired target with at least one in 
the manner claimed by the applicant.
